POOR SPORTS 
We consider any person 


deer-—doe or buck with shorter 
than three inch horns—is a darn 
joor sport. Mustakes can and deo 
Eappen und nobody can condemn 
one when it does happen. But 
reports of wholesale slaughter 
of does and fawns can only raise 
the ire of an honest hunter 
It is reported that in one camp 
where somesof the hunters were 
using shotguns loaded with buck- 
shot and others rifles, eleven 
dead does, some killed by buck- 
shot and others by bullets. were 
‘found there within a few days 
afer the hunting season opened. 
Whether the occupants of that 
camp: killed these~iljegal deer ix 
not certain; 1% can't be proven 
However sume person or persons 
did it... . 3 
Game wardens say the slaugh- 
ter of illegal deer has been 
greater this year than in 
former season. Whenever these 
_ are found soon after being shot. 
they are dressed and the meat 
distributed to families on the 
welfare, so at least there ig,some 
saving. But seores are not Taund 
before the meat is spoiled and 
not fit fur consumption. 
A woman hunter says she was 


-o-wedting on a deer runway when 


she heard a shot near by. Look- 


ing in the direction’ from Where 


the shot cdme she saw _a wound. 
ed doe deer coming toward her 
In an instant later she heard an- 
other shot and the doe dropped 
and a hunter came running to- 
ward tre-ceer—When he-saw 
the woman he turned and lef 
on au dead run, covering up the 
numbers on his Heense’ card. 
Here was a deliberate violation 
of the law. and no.doubt there 
have been many others just as 
flagrant. . 

A few arrests have been made 
and convictions had but most of 
the illegal-deer shooters will go 
free.
